5. The claimed inventions pertain to communications of information to bidders in an 
online auction. 
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6. The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the 

allowed claim(s). The examiner has provided explanation how the claimed inventions 
are distinct from the respective prior art references : 

Navor et al. (US 2001 /0049648A1) teaches an electronic marketplace for selling 
and auctioning off display rights to digital imagery. Photographers upload digital 
images to a web site run by an auction house and specify the terms and conditions 
under which they are willing to allow others to display the digital images. Prospective 
buyers, who have registered with the auction house can view these digital images, and 
bid for the right to display the images. If a winning bidder's profile specifies e-mail for 
the image delivery for the image being auctioned a high-resolution image is sent to the 
winner's e-mail address as an attachment. 

Nayor et al. fail to disclose or suggest the following inventive feature of the 
claimed invention as specified in each independent claim 1-10. 

- that an information image is generated by the network (e.g. a server) based 
upon the information of the item being auctioned registered in a network server to a 
bidder client. The bidder client's identification code that identifies an address of the 
bidder client is recorded. The bidder client is automatically notified an updated 
transaction price when the transaction price changes due to a bid submitted by 
another bidder. The notification is remotely updated using the information image 
generated by the network server and downloaded by the another bidder who submitted 
the bid.

Srinivasan (US Pat. 7047210) teaches a method and system for auctioning a 
product on a computer network. Srinivasan, in particular teaches an outbid notification 
EDI message to buyer 12 whenever another buyer outbids the buyer. The contents of 
outbid notification EDI message are as follows: buyer item #; name of the auction site 
selling product; seller item #, make, model, year, version/ISBN, description, quantity of 
the merchandise being auctioned; bid starts at $; latest bidding price (if being outbid); 
seller ID; end date of auction; picture of the merchandise; and number of bids. 

While Srinivasan teaches notifying an updated bid submitted by another bidder, he 
fails to teach or suggest the following features of the instant claims (a) recording an 
identification (ID) code of said bidder client when said bidder client requests a 
notification of the information pertaining to said auction exhibit item, wherein the 
identification (ID) code identifies an address of the bidder client and (b) the notification 
is remotely updated using the information image generated by the network server and 
downloaded by the another bidder who submitted the bid. 

The foregoing analysis applies to all pending claims 1-10.
